YOUTH BITTEN BY, 


MAD DOG IS GIVEN 


TOXIN TREATMENT 


Guy Jacobs, Of Near 
York Springs, Nipped 
By 
Collie, 
Which 
Was 
Suffering 
With Rabies. 


Bitten by a dog which afterw ard 
wax fo und to he suffering from rab ies. 
Guy Jacobs, 17, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
D. W. Jacobs, York Springs R. D„ is 
being treated by a physician in order 
to prevent hydrophobia. 
Today the 
boy was reported by his father to be 
recovering and apparently suffering 
no ill effects from the mad dog bite. 
According to the boy’s father, the 
Jacob’s dog, a collie, had broken loose 
from its kennel 
and 
the 
lad 
was 
bringing the dog back to tie it agpin 
when the animal suddenly lunged for­ 
ward and sank its teeth in the fleshy 
part of the boy’s left thigh. 
Because the dog’s 
teeth 
had 
to 
penetrate 
the 
boy’s 
clothing, 
the 
wound was not very deep, but was of 
sufficient size to cause alarm. 
Father Shoots Dog 
The father shot the dog 
a 
short 
time after the biting, and the heart 
was given to William Biggs, South 
Washington street veterinarian, who 
sent it to the University of Pennsyl­ 
vania veterinary hospital, Philadel­ 
phia. 
According to a report from the 
hospital, the dog was suffering from 
rabies. 
The bitten boy was brought to the 
W arner hospital where the wound was 
dressed. 
Toxin against hydrophobia 
was immediately sent for and arrived 
Saturday, when the first treatments 
to prevent the dread disease which 
sometimes follows mad dog bites were 
administered by Doctor Cushman, of 
York Springs, who is still rendering 
treatm ent and keeping the boy under 
close surveillance. 
This is the first case of a rabies- 
afflicted dog biting an Adams coun­ 
tian this spring, but in other sections 
of the state, notably Pittsburgh, mad 
dogs are reported to be more num er­ 
ous this year than heretofore, and all 
canines, showing the slightest sign 
of madness, have been killed on sight. 
Residents of Gettysburg and Ad­ 
ams county w’ho see dogs acting sus­ 
piciously are urged to notify the po­ 
lice officer of the towns in which they 
live or the constables of the various 
townships so that the animals may be 
killed before other children are bitten.

When she was a little tot and 
lived on “Bunker Hill,” Mrs. II. 
P. Hartlaub, now with grown chil­ 
dren and residing along the Har­ 
risburg road,—Gettysburg It. I)., 
IO— began picking up old coins on 
the Gettysburg battlefield. She has 
a rare collection, most of which 
she found herself among the pos­ 
sessions carried by soldiers in the 
battle here, and buried with them, 
which have a very sentimental, as 
well as monetary value. They in­ 
clude seven old 
United 
States 
pennies, one dated 1775, a year 
before the Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence. 
White pennies of any 
description are very scarce ami 
much sought these days, but Mrs. 
Hartlaub has one dated 1859. She 
has, also, a half penny of I SOG 
and one of 1804 among her un­ 
usual collection. 
Robert Codon, 44 Yot’k street, 
G ettysburg, has a rare collection. 
He has a onc-cent piece dated 
1779 on the back of which are the 
initials, “J. N. C., May 14, 1776." 
Among his collection are also ono- 
cent pieces of 177.1, 1813, 1813, 
1817 and 1840 and two Confed­ 
erate Dollars—A5 and Alo. 
Also, R obert'Smith has a half- 
dollar dated 1832; a half dime 
dated P857 (a very rare eoin); a 
two-cent piece dated 1865; a for­ 
eign eoin dated 1767 and a foreign 
coin as large as a silver dollar 
dated 1826.
